AN INTERVIEW WIH ANDREW ZINNI 


@ Continued from last issue 


What made you decide on Preston Makedonia? 

A number of reasons, I've always had a liking for Preston Makedo- 
nia. The crowd atmosphere and the set-up of the club, Also, | could see 
that the club was ambitious and desperate to improve 

What were your first impressions upon joining the club? 

Good. | was well accepted by all and after a short time | felt like | had 
been around the place for years. 

What comparisons can you make between Preston Makedonia and 
Brunswick Juventus. 


Preston Makedonia is more by style, and | mean that in 4 personality 
sense. It is more professional, there is very little razzamataz, the players 
are more self disciplined and self critical and overall there is a goodteam 
atmosphere. The other think that | have noticed is that there is a closer 


bond between the players and administrators which in turn provides a 
comfortable atmosphere all round. 

Can you assess the 1989 season from both a personal and team 
point of view? 

During pre-season | was getting over a groin operation so | was trai- 
ning lightly. During a practice match | did a hamstring which hampered 
my progress. | was very happy with my early form and thought | coped 
well playing a central midfield role considering the position was strange 
to me. From a team point of view we lacked rhythm. We were brilliant one 
week and hopeless the next. Our worst games were at Olympic Park, 
which is strange when you consider the type of players we have you 
would think a surface like Olympic Park would be to our advantage. The 
last two home games which were played at B. T. Connor Reserve were 
brilliant. | think the atmosphere of the crowd at B. T. Connor Reserve 
gives the team a lift. 

Were you surprised at the level of support at Sydney games? 

The support we receive in Sydney is simply incredible. You expect 
on interstate game to be booed, spat on e.t.c., but in Sydney we receive 
the majority of the support and | might add to that the supporters in Syd- 
ney are very vocal. 

Can you tell us of your representative honours both as a Junior 
and Senior player? 

| was Captain of the Victorian under 14 team that won the Australian

Championship in 1978. In 1979 | was in the Victorian under 15 team that 
came runners up in the Australian Championship. In 1980 there was no 
championship so | toured New Zealand with the under 16’s and was top 
scorer on the tour. My first game for Australia was in 1986 in the Trans- 
Tasman Cup against new Zealand in New Zealand. With my first touch | 
hit the cross bar which gave me the necessary early confidence. In the 
return game in Sydney | scored the winner. | toured China and South 
Korea with the Socceroos in 1986. We played in the President's Cup 
against South Korea and finished runners up before a crowd of 80,000. | 
was selected in the team to play in Taiwan in the World Cup Qualifiers but 
unfortunately | twisted an ankle the day before the match. 


What is the atmosphere like in the Socceroo Squad in regards 
to competition for places and the job that is ahead of you? 

| expected nastiness as the competition for selection was fierce, but 
there was none as the players had a lot of respect for each other. The 
players are very down to earth and the attitude is very professional. After 
all you are representing your country

You had a trial with A. S. Roma. How did that eventuate? 
| met the Italian National Youth Team coach whilst he was in Austra- 


lia for the 1981 World Youth Cup. He asked me to come along and trial 
in Italy, but | was still in school at the time. When | finished my H.S.C. 
exams in late 1982 | went to Italy for a holiday and to take up his offer. | 
stayed till early 1983 as | had to get back in time for University. They 
asked me to stay and play in their Youth Team but | opted to put my 


schooling first. 

Can you tell us some of the player you wer trining with and the 
feeling of being ina country where socce is the number one sport? 

| was training with players like Conti and Falco. Conti in particular 


was sensational to watch as he could get himself out of incredible situa- 
tions. Another player Giannini who was in the Youth Team then is the pre- 
sent day Captain of A. S. Roma and the Italian National Team. Italians 
take their Soccer very seriously and it dominates the media. The whole 
country was on a high as Italy had won the World Cup only a few months 


before and people were still celebrating. 

I’ve heard on the grapevine that you had to toss up between a 
career in athletics and soccer, can you tell us some of your feats in 
athletics? 

| was a member of the Brighton Athletics Club from 8 to 14 years of 
age. | still hold records at my Secondary School for 400 metres, 110 
metres hurdles, long and triple jump. In 1981 | broke the Associated 
Catholic Colleges 110 metres hurdles record with a time of 13.59 and that 
record is still yet to be broken. 

Why did you choose soccer? 

Dad is a fanatic when it comes to soccer and | suppose | was just gui- 
ded that way. 

Can you tell what you have done career wise outside of soccer? 

From 1983 till 1988 | was studying at Melbourne University for my 
Bachelor of Building. | obtained my degree and have since then been 
employed as a Project Manager for G. Breschi & Sons. 

And finally Andrew, what are your expectations for the 1989/90 


season? 
I’m reasonably confident. The players are very ambitions to make 
Preston Makedonia number one and with the inclusion of an extra expe- 


rienced player | feel we can be up there with the best of them.

FROM THE EDITORS 


This season will mark the true beginning of Summer 
Soccer in Australia. Many observers believe that this season 
will make or break soccer in this country, citing that summer 
soccer is another “gimmick”, which if unsuccessful will be 
the last nail in the National Soccer League’s coffin. One 
could argue that if summer soccer is not a success then the 
N.S.L. is doomed but then again | hope the same observers 
give it more than one year as | believe the first year will be the 
worst. The N.S.L. grand final as played in late August and the 
Dockerty Cup commenced in early October leaving only a 5- 
6 week break between seasons, which is too short a break 
for even the most keenest soccer followers. The alarming 
thing of which | am not happy to report is hearing people actu- 
ally say “I’m getting sick and tired of soccer” for reasons that 
| mentioned earlier. Therefore the 1990/91 summer season 
should provide a more accurate gauge as there will be an 
expected break between seasons of 4-5 months. One thing 
| can guarantee is the same people who are telling me they 
are sick and tired of soccer, will just prior to the 1990/91 sea- 
son be telling me “I just cannot wait until soccer season 
starts”. 


During the off season the club has signed three new 
players — Oscar Crino, Martin Woodall and Sasho Kociski. 
Oscar has represented Australia 74 times and should be a 
handy acquisition. Martin played for Preston Makedonia in 
1986 and returned to England in the same year. During his 
absence the club recruited Zoran Tasevski and Goce

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Dimovski and as a result had used up their quota of players 
on temporary visas leaving no room for Mmartin when he 
returned to Ausralia. Sasho is only 19 years of age and has 
been an excellent goalkeeper for his previous club Lalor 
Sloga, and is destined for a big future in Australian Soccer. 
On behalf of the committee, supporters and players of Pre- 
ston Makedonia | would like to welcome Oscar, Martin and 
Sasho and wish them success in their playing careers with 
our club. 


Also during the off season an appalling attitude by many 
of our supporters towards a number of committee men has 
not gone unnoticed. The willingness of supporters to dam- 
age the stability of the club for the sake of making a player 
“nappy” by filling his pockets with money is something that 
has always amazed me.
